[Development Of Port Facilities A 
Gradual Process But Significant 

' Because the improvements have taken place 

over a long period of time—dating back a decade 

-it is not generally realized that the local harbor 

area has been and is being substantially developed. 
Major credit goes to the efforts of the Tri-City Re¬ 
gional Port District and Bi-State Development 
b Agency. 

Latest phase of the continuing expansion pro- 
gram is the Bi-State Agency's nearly-completed 
1 $356,000 project, involving a 100-tons-an-hour 

loading and unloading conveyor, hoppers, a rail¬ 
road trestle and enlargement of dock space by 300 
feet and mooring space by- 400 feet. Part of the 
facilities are leased, and the rest are. available for 
public use. 

Immediately north of this area is the site be¬ 
ing improved by the Port District, which has just 
installed an access roadway and is preparing to add 
- < a railroad line. It. like the Bi-State wharf, is located 
■ » at a wide, deep harbor carved out of the Chain of 
* Rocks Canal, which handles all Mississippi River 
traffic passing here. 

Such progress necessarily is time-consuming. 
But the tangible steps already taken, combined with 
the potential for shipping, warehousing and manu¬ 
facturing activity in the port area, form one of the' 
brightest chapters in the future of the Illinois Metro- 
politan Area.

Spanking Judge’ Says Parents 
Responsible For Teen Conduct

ing. Ind.. at a dinner meeting held last week under 
sponsorship of Wood River Lions.

Put discipline back where it belongs-on the seat

The judge gained nationwide prominence 
when he sentenced three youths to three months of 
scrubbing church floors and painting the town li¬ 
brary. He has prescribed shaved, heads for chronic 
fighters, blackboard writing in front of the city 
hall for teenagers who violate smoking rules, and 
sidewalk scrubbing for minors who drink.
